LAD 14 WON WAR 
MEDAL: VISITS S. 


With 150 Boy Scouts He Bluffed 2500 
German Soldiers and Rescued 
Valuable Papers

San Francisco.—Corporal Paul Iogo- 
levitch of the Russian Army, holder of 
five military medals and probably the 
youngest warrior of history, arrived in 
San Francisco last Friday from South- 


ern California with his father, Surgeon- 


General Michael Iogolevitch, en route 
to Harbin, Manchuria. é 

Young lIogolevitch was only 13 when 
he first tried to enlist. He was 14 


when he won his first medal. It was 


the temperament of the musician that 


lent to his war adventures the saving 


grace of imagination and patriotic in- 


spiration; but the harsh blows of war 


compelled him to put aside his violin 
and he is returning to Russia to take 
up a commercial career. 


Corporal Iogolevitch says he nuin- 
bers among his friends President W1l- 
son, Henry Ford, Thomas A. Edison 
and Charles M. Schwab, the last-named 
having been his sponsor in a speech- 
making tour of the shipyards in the 
“speed-up” campaign. For his efforts 
he was awarded the Shipping Board 
distinguished service medal. 

logolevitch was born in Siberia. 
After two rejections he enlisted as a 
cavalry messenger in the Russian 
Army, was wounded and discharged, 
but returned to the firing line. He 
was captured and tortured, but escaped 
and won the St. George Cross, third 
Jass, for taking prisoners while return- 
ing to his own lines, 

He said he would like to correct the 

assertion of a woman writer who inter- 
viewed him in New York, that he had 
won the Order of the White Eagle by 
trapping and killing fourteen Germans. 
There were eighteen, he said, and he 
did not kill them all; and besides he 
was not alone, but was aided by an- 
other Russian soldier. 
’ Often, he said, he would don a civil- 
fan suit and, tucking a violin under 
his arm, make his way behind the 
German lines, there posing as a stroll- 
{ng player and picking up important 
information. Once he blew up an am. 
munition dump; another time he 
staumbled on a camouflage artillery 
position set with wooden guns. His 
discovery enabled the Russians to at- 
tack and capture a village and 1500 
prisoners. This performance won for 
him another medal. 

Commanding 150 Boy Scouts, he 
bluffed 2500 Germans and saved im- 
portant papers when his command was 
wiped out. For this act he was 
awarded his second Cross.of St. George. 
He won a regimental medal for spying. 
Later he was gassed and suffered a 
complete loss of voice. 

Upon his discharge for this last dis- 
ability, Iogolevitch was presented to 
the Czar, who pinned upon his blouse 
the diamond star decoration of the Im- 
perial House of Romanoff. In the rev- 
olution he was connected with the cav- 
alry police and when the Bolsheviki 
gained control he came to America. 

Iogolevitch has been in the United 
States for over two years, and although 
he likes this country he is keen on re- 
turning to his native land. 


BANKER ADDS 10 PRICE 
ON HEAD FOR SLAYER 


San Francisco.—George D. Green- 
wood last Friday night placed a price 
of $10,000 on the heads of the murder- 
ers of his wife. 

Through Chief of Police J. H. Ned- 
derman of Oakland, the banker an- 
nounced he would pay $10,000 for the 
arrest of persons that placed the bomb 
that killed Mrs. Greenwood at her 
home in Oakland Tuesday afternoon, 
March 18. 

Greenwood’s offer brought the re- 
ward for the arrest of the criminals 
to $11,250. Governor William D. Ste 
phens has tendered $1000 and the city 
of Oakland $250. 


ISHIDA SENTENCED TO I 
LIFE PRISON TERM 


Towson, Md.—Dr. Norbu Ishida, 
Japanese allenist, was found gullty of 
first degree murder for the killing of 
Dr. George B. Wolff, an associate.

Agents Cannot Hurry Soldier's Claims; 
Send Your Papers Direct, Is 
Word of Department 


Washington—Officers and enlisted 
men discharged from the service will 
not expedite settlements of their 
claims for arrears in pay by placing 
them in the hands of attorneys or 
claim agents, said a statement issued 
by the War Department. It was ex- 
plained that adjustment of claims 
thus presented was delayed “bs? Reas 
son of additional filing and handling 
of unnecessary papers of the inter- 
mediary.” 4 

“The claim of the soldier is all that 
is required,” said the statement, ‘and 
such claims should be submitted di- 
rectly by the discharged officer or 
sollier to the War Department direc- 
tor of findnce, who will give them as 
prompt and careful consideration as 
possible. Any fee paid by the soldier 
to an attorney or claim agent 
needless expense."’ | 

Claims for the $60 additional bonus 
authorized in the war revenue 
the department said, should be sent 
to the zone finance officer at Wash- 
ington, and the application should be 
accompanied by a certified copy of 
the discharge certificate to be made 
by the nearest recruiting officer, a 
statement of all military service since 
the declaration of war against Ger- 
many and the address to which the 
check should be sent. 

Claims for arrears of pay due offi- 
cers and enlisted men at the time of 
their death in the service should be 
addressed to the zone finance officer, 
and all claims for insurance, unpaid 
family allowance and compensation 
for death or disability, under the war 
risk insurance act, should be made 
direct to the war risk insurance, 
Treasury Department, and not to the 
War Department.

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Two Others Are Accused of Giving 
Bribe; Innocent, Mayor Replies 
to Indictment 


Los Angeles. Mayor Frederic T. 
Woodman of Los Angeles was indicted 
by the county Grand Jury here last 
Friday night on a charge of receiving 
a bribe for protection of vice. 

George Brown and George Hender- 
son were indicted on a charge of giving 
a bribe in connection with the same 
transaction, 

The indictment 
stripped of 


against Woodman, 
its legal verbiage, charges 
him with “the crime of asking, receiv- 
ing and agrecing to receive a bribe,” 
which is a felony. 


The indictinent then recites that on 


or about January 1, 1919, the Mayor 
agreed to accept from George Brown 


and George Henderson the total sum of 
$25,000 in monthly payments of $2500 
each, and that $2000 was actually paid 
to a former newspaper man for the 
Mayor, the payments being in return 
for protection to Brown and Henderson 
in unlawful sales of liquor, in conduct: 
ing houses of ill-repute without inter- 
ference and in) conducting gambling 
places and games. 

The indictment 
to how the Mayor was to furnish the 
protection alleged to have been so se- 
cured and recites that the $2000 paid 
by Brown and Henderson was the first 
payment for such protection. 

The bond cf cach of the defendants, 
Mayor Woodman, Brown and Hender- 
was fixed at $10,000. Brown and 
Henderson were already in jail, Brown 
being held on a previous indictment 
charging him with intimidating a wit- 
ness before the Grand Jury, and Hen- 
derson having been held without the 
filing of a formal charge pending ac-| 
the Grand Jury.

Secretary of War Baker Puts in Busy 
Day Inspecting Camp on 
Texas Border 


El Paso, Tex.—Secretary of War 
Newton D. Baker and General March, 
chief of staff of the Army, were es- 
corted from the Union station, through 
double files of troops to Fort Bliss last 
Friday afternoon where they witnessed 
a review of ‘X11 mounted troops in the 
El Paso border district, inspected all 
of the camps on the fort reservation, 
held a reception for the district officers 
at the Knights of Columbus Hall, list- 
ened to a concert by the Mexican Mili- 
tary Band and later attended a dinner 
in their honor given by the citizens 
and officers of El Paso. 

Secretary Baker announced it was 
one of the most strenuous eight-hour 
days he had experienced since return- 
Ing from Europe, and he finished his 
visit by delivering a speech on the 
league of nations at Liberty Hall he- 
fore his departure for San Antonio. 

The Secretary of War confirmed his 
reported intention of making the Texas 
border a training ground for Army avi- 
ators, substituting airplanes for cavalry 
patrols in the long reaches of desert 
country between outposts.

ALLIES LEAVE WORLD 
TRADE FOR AMERICA 


French Follow Britain in Imposing 
Embargo on Import Commerce 


Washington.—Imposition by the 
French Government of an import em- 
bargo similar to the British is re- 
garded by government officials here 
as evidence that the allies have com- 
pleted their plans for industrial re- 
construction and now are proceeding 
to put them into effect. 

Great Britain and France have es- 
tablished a pool in this country to 
control whatever purchases they need 
to make and Italy is cooperating with 
them to a limited extent. As a re- 
sult, trade experts do not think there 
will be much sale for American fin- 
ished products in the European coun- 
tries for some time to come, it being 
the announced policy of the allies to 
do without those articles which they 
cannot manufacture at home. 

Basic materials will still be ob- 
tained in the United States and prob- 
ably much machinery, into the mak- 
ing of which technical skill and scien- 
tific knowledge enter; but it is be- 
lieved the great bulk of American 
goods will continue to be marketed 
elsewhere. 

A distinct advantage for the United 
States is seen in the policy of 
the allies, who necessarily must cur- 
tail their competition in the foreign 
field in order to take care of their 
home population. The allies’ depen- 
dence on this country for basic ma- 
terials and machinery to start their 
commercial life anew may develop a 
new role for American capital in 
financing Huropean industries, revers- 
ing the condition which prevailed 
until the war began.
